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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In making this annual report of the schools for the year 
just closed itis gratifying to be able to state that in general the 
schools have been in the care of successful teachers, and each 
is entitled to the approbation which has been accorded to her. 
The individual reports will more accurately give the status of 
each. Nothing approximating a failure has occurred in any of 
the schools, and it is conceded to have been a year of satisfac- 
tory progress. 

The increased visits by parents and friends indicate an in- 
creased interest in the welfare of the children and the prosper- — 
ity of the schools. This is encouraging, and it is hoped they 
will be multiplied in the future. 

No. 1 division, Centre, has had twenty-three weeks of 
school; No. 2, Mountain, one term of twelve weeks; No. 3, 

Ball’s, twenty-two weeks; No. 5, East Washington, twenty- 
three weeks ; No. 6, Turnpike, twenty-one weeks ; No. 7, Rus- 
sell’s Mill, twenty-three weeks ; No. 8, New Boston, one term, 
nine weeks ; No 9, Cherry Valley, nineteen weeks. The Cen- 
tre received two weeks out of the income of the Penniman 
fund. Where only one was taught, the scholars had the priv- 
ilege of going elsewhere. 

The old school-house in No. 3 has been moved to the cor- 
ner of the roads south of Worcester Ball’s and thoroughly re- 
paired except painting which will probably be done this spring. 
The East Washington school-house needs a coat of paint, and 
the one on the Turnpike will soon need shingling and painting. 

Can the income of the Penniman fund in No. 4, or any 
part of it, be legitimately used in repairing the school-house 
in that division ? 

It is contemplated to make a change of text-books in Read- 
ig and Arithmetic, for which the expense will come upon the 
town in accordance with the law for providing free text-books. 
Books in other branches may be used as heretofore for the 
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present, the School Board supplying all deficiencies at the ex- 
pense of the town.

DIVISION NO. 1.—Centre. 


The summer term of this school was taught by Miss Jennie 
L. Parker of Lempster. Miss Parker had previoasly taught 
the Academy with gool satisfaction, and was very highly rec- 
ommended to the committee who early engaged her for the 
public school. Without discovering any fault in the teacher, 
we are sorry to say there was considerable dissatisfaction man- 
ifested, as usual, and it would have been a marvel had it been 
otherwise. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Ida M. Davis of Sher- 
born, Mass., who came here an entire stranger, but very flat- 
teringly recommended by her teachers where she had lately 
graduated. What she lacked in experience was more than . 
made up in the adaptability she possessel for the work of 
teaching. She was persistent in maintaining good order which 
she succeeded in doing to an unusual degree in this school. 
Considerable trouble existed outside for a tim2, but the teacher 
moved steadily onward and the false rumors afloat soon found 
a burying place in the bosoms of a few malcontents. 

The examination was excellent. The school room was 
beautifully and appropriately decorated with wreaths and mot- 
toes. ‘The address of welcome to the committee by one of the 
LITTLE scholars was a novelty and highly appreciated. All in 
all the school was in better condition than the committee has 
seen it for many years; and Miss Davis left feeling conscious 
of having done her duty faithfully and that her labors were 
being more and more appreciated.
